Senate, House Conferees 
Agree On Labor, Tax Bills 


4 Billion Cut 
In Income Taxes 
Starts July 1 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (/P)— 
Senate and House conferees 
agreed today on final terms of a 
$4,000,000,000-a-year income tax 
cut to take effect July 1. 

The measure provides for indi- 
vidual slashes ranging from 10.5 
per, cent to 30 per cent. 

The Senate bill was accepted by 
the conferees except for one 
change in rate reduction brackets. 

The area of 15 per cent cuts was 
made effective from $136,720 of 
taxable income of $302,400. 

The Senate had provided for a 
15 per cent reduction between 
$79,750 and $302,000. 

Senator Millikin (R-Colo), head 
of the Senate conferees, said both 
houses would expedite final action 
on the legislation,

~—Congressional conferees on leg- 
islation designed to check strikes 
and labor union activities reached 
final accord today on a compro- 
mise bill. 

An agreement to scrap a house 
provision which would have ex- 
cluded food processors from col- 
lective bargaining rights was the 
last action taken by the conferees 
before returning the measure to 
the House’and Senate for further 
action. 

The final draft represents im- 
portant concessions to thé Senate 
by the House conferees, who 
agreed to abandon a ‘near-blanket 
ban on industrywide bargaining 
and a provision :authorizing pri- 
vate employers to seek injunctions 
against some strikers and hay 
cotts.

Citrus Peel to 
Be Used for 


Sausage Casings 


WASHINGTON—(?)— A new 
material made from citrus peel or 
apple pomace (pulp) has been de- 
veloped by agriculture depart- 
ment scientists for use as casings 
for sausage or other food products. j 

The food product, molded: into 
any desired shape, is dipped in the 
solution for about three seconds. 
The coating dries in about half 
an hour. 

The coating dissolves when the 
encased product is boiled. If fried 
or roasted, the film may be con- 
sumed with its cofitents, since it 
is tender and edible. 

The department said the new 
coating material may be used al- 
so for fruits and vegetables.
